Should any of our speakers g> that way, 
call there if you wanta home to rest for a few 
Gays, and be assured that von will be cordially 
recelved, and your wants ktadlycared for. Their 
hospitality is unbounded. 4 

OREGON CITY 
lies on the same river, eight miles above Min. 
wake, and isq thriving town of a thousand 
Inbabitants, with Canema only ove mile distant. 

The two wonld number, probably, some fifteen | 
or elguteen hundred Inhabitants, They have three, 
charehes in the place—Congregational, Methudist / 
and Catholic. They have all got dry rotia 
their bones and are dying—wo were about to say— 
by inches, but we will say feet. 

Many of the prominent citizens are Spiritualists 
and many Wore lean that way. Here we 
gave four lectures to well filled houses. There 
bas been a radical change In the place since we 
visited themtwo years ago. Our g among 
` them at that time aroused all the ire and aolmos- 

ity of the popular theologians, «and when they 
could not annoy us in any other way, they sent 
thelr children to mike disturbance la the lecture- 
room and also on the outside, And those children 
were Sabbath achool scholars, and seat out to do 
mischief by their very Christian parents—a’ fine 
illastration of thy civilizing and benign Influence 
of the Christiso Religion. truly! But, ss it does 
everywhere, popalar theology here has had to sue” 
cumb to popalar opinion. They are like a vage 
mastif that bas had his teeth extracted, and 
can only bark and howl., 

From here, we retwrued to Portland on Satur- 
dey, and spoke or Sunday evening la Oro Fino 
Hall to a large and intelligent audience, upon 
the following subject, “ Religion, what te It? Is it 
ofGod or man?" On Monday maralng we started 
at five o'clock for Salem, the capital of the State. 
It lies on the eastern bank of the Wiliamett Riv. 
er, Ofty miles south of Portland. Owing U 
state of the river, it was uncertain about ar- 
riting by boat at salem in season for our appoint- 
ment that evening, so were obiiced to take the 
stage. The Journey wasa severe one. The dust 
was very deep. as the season had been anaseally 
dry, au we were well nigh sotfeeated. The «iod 
was traveling in the same direction as ourselves, 
and for miles we could not see the leaders of our 
team. An it is with ail our annoyances in this life, 
so It was with onr journey—it came to an end at 
last after eleven hours riding, “Our good 
friend, Deacon Hawkins, was awiting our arri- 
val, aod wave us a cordial greeting, 7 6 

You may think it strange that a deacon of the 
Congregational church shoald hasten to welcome 
us, bat so It was nevertheless. Bat, by the way, 
he has become a very strong Spiritualist, and the 
church do not know what to do with? bim— 
they hate to turn him out, for he k one of ‘thelr 
moat exemplary members, and to allow him to re- 
main unchastied woald be rulnows to thelr gov 
ernment aud principles. And Bro, Hawking will 
not relieve them of their dilemma by golng out 
of his own accord, so they are ln a rad Ox, for 
they fear if they turn bim out, others will be of. 
fended and go with him. Poorpreacher and poor 
church, they are in asad quandary. Splritualian 
has had many diticalifes to contend with In this 
city, and Owe of the most trylog bas been the per- 
sistent opposition of the Methodist denomination. 
They have a large unlveralty bere that le fostered 
by the Methodist fraternity throughout the 
State, and it la governed with all the rigor and 
religious bigotry that ever characterized the Pil- 
grms that landed on Plymouth Rock la 1620, 
‘The students are required, by the rules of the 
Institution, to attend church threè times on Sunday, 
and if found delinquent, à black mark Is placed to 
thelr name on the list, and a certain number of 
black marke ls a suficient cause for expulsion In 
Glegrace, and so pablished to the world. An- 
“other great dificulty bss been the unmitigated 
slanders and willtat lies of the Metuodist clergy 
throughout the State. And for such kloc of ras- 
cality, thie Methodist clergy of the State of Ore- 
zon, can carry off thé pala from say otber por- 
tion of the civilized world—our own experience 
among them has proved the fact. But it Is all 
right tor them to follow Paul's example, and lie 
for the hover and glory of thelr God, also, the 
discomftore of Spiritualism. What a contémpta- 
ble God they must have, that takes so much lylog 
to make his puwer and glory complete. Another 
almculty that they have bad to contend wita here 
bas been the most serious of all, sod that Is, the 
want of an eligible place to hold mectlags. They 
dave only bad the district court-room, which is 
not of safficient capacity, to say pothing of its 
other inconveniences, The difficulty will soog be 
onviated, and the Spiritualists will, ere long, bo 
abundantly accommodated.

Pacts ia Regard to the Impulees of man— 
the Lawe of AMialty—the stronger Element 
Substets on the Weaker.

1 know of no requirement s> dificult, as that 
man should know bimecif, notwithstanding it 
may bea Herculean task, set it would be our 
greatest blessing, did we obey the injunction. 

We are complicated beinge—we have a three- 
fold nature—webave & material or earthly beiog— 
we bavea mental or reasoning being—we have s 
soul or liſe being. That to or ourselves, we 
most leara the whole man. 

Oar organism, or de-hiy being is by far the 
smaller pırt of man, and our presgat capacities 
may be more easily analyzed and u then 
iber the mental or life elemeut. The physical 
maf may be separated lato Its several kindred 
parts, We remove the skin from the flesh. the 
nesh from the muscle, the muscle from the liga- 
ments and blood vessels, and these from the 
bone, and so contioue until we bave the buman 
syitem divided and set apart In its several Kinds. 
We now take these parts, and by a chemical pro- 
cess we ascertain that they are composed of- cer- 
tain cartbly elements—the blood from one class of | 
element, the bone from a different, the brain from 
a still different, and so on through the whole 
structure. — 

Now, if we turo our Investigations to the earth, 
we find that it Is composed of .sixty odd difer- 
ent elements. Among these pre all the metalic 
ores, iron, copper, brass, gold, ellver sod many 
others. "Then there ate many clements In the 
gascout aod liquid forms—among these sre hydro- 
Tén, oxygen, nitrogen, Phosphoras, water and so 
on. A 


By a law of absorption and attraction, man's 
physics] belog le made up of some eighteen of 
these earthly elements. We take them Into the 
system In many ways. Their babble 
up in the fountain, aud we drink them; they are 
pusued up In vegetation, and we eat them; or 
they become anlmal ferb and we eat that; their 
vapors arise lu alr and we breath them, or absorb 
them into the millions of perforations of the skin, 
acd it is by this process that the physical man is 
brought to perfection. These earthly properties 
have more to do in showing up our traits of char- 
acter than all else combined. 

One organization may be so circumstanced, 
from its embryo conception, all along Its journey, 
as to absorb and take on more of one of these par- 
“ticular elements, (say Iron) than of some other, Ite 
Opposite in nature. Ieuce, iron being of a stif, 
stobbdrn nature, the will man hea a greater task 
to hold in subjection that character, than some 
one cee has, who has been differenti eltcum 
sta need. 

Again, take snothcr organization that way 


those combustible gasses which goes off with a 
very little friction, and you have an individual 
that is irritable and udeven in disposition, The 
nature i» in the elements, find it where you may. 
The law of efflinity, like the load-stone, draws 
and adds to more readily, where the bereditay 
stock has been most abundant. 

This is our earthly man spoken of throughout 
the scriptures. It is aur first man Adam, and it is 
this and this only, that gets up the carnal and 
spiritual warfare. 

I would not have any one conclude, from this 
argument, that we gre entirely creatures of cir 
cumstances, and that because we are thus “ crea- 
ted" that we cannot avold doing evil, therefore 
are pot reeponsitle for what we may do—it lè ‘not 
trye., L told you when beginning this article, that 
thé pbysiéal wss the smallest part of man, that 
the mental and life were the greater part. Jo all 
else, we Gnd the weaker governed by the stronger. 
This being true, H we suffer our weaker, gross 
nature to overpower and lead to error our nobler 
powers, ought we not to pay the penalty? What 
that penalty ls or may be, le not my province now 
to discuss. Suilice it to say, on this point, that 
all things are governed byjlaw ; and that that law 
will bring harmony out of all seeming confasion. 
Then, if you would know yourself, you must learo 
that you bavo patares thal would seem to be at 
variance. That the desh and apirit are antagonis- 
the. This is what Paal alludes to when be says in 
substance, That which I would, I donot; and 
that which I do, I would not.“ He bad the same 
warring elements in bim that you and I bave wiib- 
in us. 

But, le: us consider this weaker and stronger 
natore a little farther. Ido not simply means 
muscular power. Because the ox, borse, lion, ti- 
ger and many other animals, are more powerful In 
this respect, than man; and yet man governs a 0 
controls those animals. But be does It by hle will 
power We sce by this, that as life grades up, 
the nobler parte approximate nearer perfection ; 
hence our ability to galo the mastery over our 
gtosser natures., There la another appareotly 
Strange feature bere la connection. In sil anima- 
ted nature, the stronger subsists on the orgsolsm 
of the weaker. The vegetable sucks up and lives 
on snimalcole ; the grasshopper devours the vege- 
table; the chleken pounces down on the grass 
hopper ; the bog oats the chicken, and man makes 
food of the hog. Hero then, le the lord of cres- 
tlon—the ultimatum and highest perfection of 
earth. As the material organism grades down bo- 
low man, so, tbe mental and life clement goes up 
in the same ratio. 

Oae more thooght on our material beings. 
When the body gets aick—is emaciated by what 
we call disesse,—medicide that will obviate or 

rembve the malady, is eagerly sought for. If the 
Kedi gets too thin and does not circulate with 
that freedom that It oughte a preparation of iron 
ls forced into the system, wheo the machinery 
slowly regains ite proper motion. And so with 
other diseases ;—we always seck the remedy from 
among the productions of earth. This ts proof 
that the law of abjorption has been Interfered 
with, end in consequence the system has become 
depleted, and we have to go tothe mother stock 
to. build up that want, replace the earthly ele- 
met w. we bare est. 

Let now consider, very bricfy, the mental 
it is Jost as moch a babe as that jittie 
Sesbly form that you bandle with so much care, 
and ought to be dealt with equally tender.

Bat, I have already said that mentality my | 
babe—it so acts, Ia arriving at conclusions. We 
suffer our human senses to lead us to many erro- 
neons conclasions, Trac, the fre senses were 
given to ald usin forming correct Ideas; but they 
ard defective, and vt not do to depend on as adb- 
solute. Hf they were not defective, there would 
be no differences ampog us. We would all cee, 
feel, bear, smell aud taste things Jast alike. You 
all know such Is mot the cise, consequently, the 
organs mast be defective, and H defective, will 
not give wneratroreriable proof, Like mall 
boy who has climbed to the top of some high 
bili—he looks ont this way, and imagines that be 
le above the tallest trees—be looks away beyond 
and over them, and ses the blue sky—be tarns 
In this direction, and tbe same scene ls presented— 


this evidence, be cries out iu the joy of ‘bis little 
bew, “I am on the bighest place in the world.” 
He’ forgets or does not know that out here West, 
or down East or across the ocean, that there are 
mountalos that would dwindle bis little eminence 
toa mole-bill. Even to with the riper man when 
he begins to investigate and search for truth. We 
ure too apt to carelessly follow tte old rocky 
channel of some puny miad whose body now 
sleepeth.

has been so good as to acknowledge the facta 
and phenomens. His devil theory will nof harm 
any one; be bas so entirely overdone the mat- 
ter that his argument on that R 
besides, people arebecomlag he 
ened to believe in a God whow sà 


powerful a rival as be makes out the devil to be 


and for no otber purpose than that of destroying 
nine tenths ofthe beings He has créated in His 
own image and for His special gloriſica tion, and 
“sending strong delusions upon them" for the 
very purpose of leading them astray. 
“The Deity that we edore— 
And shall henceforth forevermore— 
Is merciful and kind. 
Jt never entered lo His plan 
To tempt with ain poor Malte maa, 
‘That He might torture, curse and daa, 
With cruelty refoed.” 

We don't see ft to meddle with his valuable 
collection of Scripture texts in support of his the- 
ory,but will add a few more,to render the collec- 
tion more complete. Good and bad people ſua vo 
lived in all ages; that is, good or bad according 
to the views of the ruling class in any given 
time or section of country, and it was but nat- 
ural that all, without any distinction, should ex- 
perience the change called death, and it was al- 
so but natural that these dead men should re- 
turn, manifesting their peculiar characteristics 
as Rev. Mr. Graves has shown from his Scrip- 
ture quotations that they did ; and whatever they 
said oc did which was not in accordante with 
the teachings of those who condemned, was de- 
nounced as demoulacal ; even so it is nuw. But 
Mr. Graves does not;recogoize any good as com- 
ing from spirits of either a bigh ar low order, 
although every grade exists in the Spirit World 
as well as here, and we have but to exercise our 
reason and judgment in al) matters presented to 
us either by spirits or mortals. For this pur- 
pose we were created with reasotiog ficulties, 

- gnd’are called upon to exercise them in these, 
as in other matters, “Try the spirita” “By 
their fruits ye shall know them, etc.” Brother 
Graves is very bard on us in this, that he charg- 
«s upon us all the evils and corruptions that 
afflict rociety ; he dumps the whole cargo of the 
insane into our lap, while it isa notorious fact 
that of all persons made insane by any form of 
religious excitement, not one in tweoty can be 
chiargable to Spiritualism ; and theo talks about 
free Jove, prostitutes, brothels and 
houses, etc., as if no such evils ever afflicted hu- 
manity till since the advent of Spiritualism in 
1848, d 

Should he take his concordance and consult 
the Scriptures’ under that bead, he would never 
think of making any such charges sgainst Spir- 
itualiam, nor could he complain of Brigham 
Young even—and how he dared venture so far 


that for every recreant Spiritualist, he 
ve found ten recreant ministers and 
members, is beyond our comprebeosion. 
rother Graves asks: 

“What means this sudden revival of these Sa- 
tanic manifestations tha: is sweeping so widely 
over the Jand in our day T" 

It means just this ; that you bave been on trial 
for eighteen hundred ycars, and the verdict of 
God Almighty is, that you “have been weighed 
inthe balance and found wanting“ and 
pbwer is being wrested from-you. "To blm 
that hath, much shall be given, and to him chat 
bath not, shall be taken away even that be 
hath.” Your cry of Infidel! and Demon ! is only. 
hastening your demise. According to your own 
admission, you bave behdld the handwriting on 
the wall. The power once given to the saints 
you are utter strangers to. Christ sald to his 
disciples, “And lo, I am with you even unto the 
end of the world.” (Matt. xtviil, 19, 20.) ‘ 

“And they wont forth and preached overy- 
where, the Lord working with them, and con- 
firming the word with signs following,’ (Mark 
xvi. 20.) 

Where aro the signs (miracles) following your 
preaching to confirm the word? Whom do the 
signs follow but the Spiritualists? Jesus sald, 
“And these signs shall follow them that belii 
in my uamo shall they cast out dovils ; here 
pause to notice Brother Graves’ challenge, 

“Show me,” be says, “one of those mi 
working mediums, and I will cast the devil out 
of him or give up that Nam not one of Ohrist's 


disciples.” 


Elder Miles Grant made, tho same challenge | 


not long ago, which was accepled, and he tried 
‘with all his might, and all the help he could 
command from Josus, and he could not move 
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the demon (T a peg, and gave up beaten; and 
Elder Graves will try with the same result simp- 
ly because in all probability, there would be no 
demon to cast out; and if there was, it would re- 
quire a medium to do it:) “They shall speak 
with new tongues : they shall take up serpents, 
and if they driok any deadly thing it shall not 
harm them, they shall lay bands on the sick and 
they shall recover. (Mark xvi. 17, 18.” 

There is not one of these signs but that follow 
the Spiritualists, according to Brother Graves’ 
own statement, besides thousands of others still 
more wonderful that he did nut mention. If 
healing the sick and binding up the broken 
hearted is the work ot demons, pray tell us 
what the work of an angel or a Jesus ist 

If Jesus was writing this article, we think he 
would exclaim, “Ob yo blind leaders of the 
blin3,"—and divers other hard ssyings, wbich 
we forbear to quote. 

“Therefore being by the right hand of God ex- 
alted, and having received of the Father the 
promise of the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this which ye now see and 4 (Acta If.

And again, But the manifestation of the spirit 
is given to every man to profit withal. Fo- to 
one is given by tbe spirit of the word of wis- 
dom; to anotber, the word of knowledge by the 
same spirit; to another, lalth by the same spir- 
it; to another, the gifts of healing by the same 
spirit ; to another,prophecy ; to another,discern- 
Ing of spirits; to another,divers kind of tongues ; 
to another,the interpretation of tongyes (1st Co- 
rinthians, 15th, 7—11. ; 

All these’gifis the Spiritualists have; Paul in- 

-tended that you should have some one of these 

gifts perbaps, and by sitting in circles and be- 
coming passive, hones: and prayerful, you may 
obtain some one of them, and be enabled to go 
forth asan apostle, and do some good in the 
world. But you say the devil bas these gifts 
also; well, suppose he hae, that is no reason why 
you should reject them, since Paul had them,and 
the apostles of the present day have them so 
abundantly, aod are doing so much good with 
thom; why longer tarry with them of whom 
Christ said, “The kingdom shall be taken from 
you, and given toa nuatido bringing forth the 
fruits thereof.” Verily, verily, we say unto you, 
that ditch you have chosen will prove your utter 
rulu. 

Your boast of being able through Christ or 
his word to cast out the angels (whom you have 
first given a bad, name) is perfectly ludicrous, 
since not one single manifestation of the spirit 
attends your ministry, while every one of the 
“signs” enumerated,abiies with us, according to 
our Saviors promise, and beneg they every- 
where abound ; legions of angels attend us, and 
who shall prevail against us when God and His 
angels {ministering spirits) are with us always, 
even unto to the end of the world. 

Your churches, you confess,are Iifeless,—dead; 
yea, your gorgeous templea are filled with dry 
bones, and the fires of bell have so stained the 
glase, that your windows are so darkened, that 
the sunlight of God's righteousness can not pen- 
etrate ;—this is as it should be, for while that 
mass of corruption ıs within, the darker the 
windows the better. > 

Our advice to you is, to cease that wicked and 
foolish cry of “demon,” and spond your remain- 
ing strength in trying to clean out those Augean 
Stables, and then smash those darkened windows, 
and let in the sunlight of truth, and our word 
for it, you will be more prosperous and happy. 

You say that Spiritualists ignore the Bible ;— 
this is false, absolutely false, It is notorious that 
the Spiritualists accept and believe, yen appro- 
priate more of the Bible than any other sect 
under heaven ; and those portions of it which 
have so long been enveloped in mystery, aro 
being brought into the light by these modern

He said he could see the machine in all 
its parts, both separate and combined ;—and 
be had always made a practice of gotting out of 
bed at the close of the vision and making sketch- 
és of what bad been presented, and thus he had 
brought out many remarkable inventions. 

Others study bard, and try one experiment 
after another, till becoming exhausted in their 
efforts, they conclude to let the matter rest 
awhile, and no sooner do they get into a pas- 
sive state, than an idea fashes across their minds 
and they jump upy shouting Eurcka, Eureka,— 
This sudden flash bas changed the entire plan, 
and they begin anew, and accomplish the object 
they were aiming at by a much shorter method, 
and the machine is made much more simple and 
effective. 

This experience of inventors js to a greater or 
less degree the experience of scientists, authors 
and orators, many of whom write and speak 
better than they know, and are not uofrequent- 
ly as much surprised at thelr efforte as are those 
who are lustructed by them, 

Who then will accept Lord Stanley's criterion; 
surely none who have bad their interior natures 
quickened, and many who would, are puzzled 
to account for thelr singular inspirational ex- 


periepces. 

A sogularly puzzling manifestation occurred 
at Washington, about three years ago. A prom- 
nent member of the Senate delivered a long and 
powerful speech, (one of those tending to im- 
mortalize its author), and at the same hour, ddo 
of the members of the House of Representatives 
astonished that body, by gpeaking quite as ef- 
fectively upon the sams sabject, and in very 
nearly the same} la so much, that a 
quarrel arose bet wo stars, each accus- 
ing the other of stealing and copying his manu- 
script. Much was said about this singular affair 
at the time, and u thorough understanding of 
the matter revealed the fect that neither had any 
Knowledge that the other was contemplating a 
speech of the kind, nor could elther have had 
access d other's manuscript. The inspiring 
cause; „ was looked for outside the range of 
their conjectures, but with what result, whether 
satisfactory or other vue, v do not remember to 
have heard stated.

seemed to be so general, so direct and positivo;

Bnornan Jonzs:—Since the publication of 
my article upon somnambulism, in your inter- 
„ eiting paper, the JovnnaL,—inquiry has often 
deen made in regard to whether sumnambulism 
was not the cause of the phenomena ascribed to 
` disembodied spirits. I have a letter before me 
from California, to-day, requesting Information, 
and in a postsctipt wishing to know whether L 
deem the phenomens of Spiritualism all resolv- 
able and accounted for by somnambulism. Per- 
mit me, through the medium of your paper, to 
say to all, that I do not consider somnambulism 
the cause of the phenomena exbibited through 
spirit mediums; but am convinced that all per- 


sons must be in a commmambulle condition before |: 


it is possible for a spirit to communicate through 
them. Some persons enter the state so readily 
and appear so natural, that a` casual observer 
would not be able to say whether they were in 
the condition or not—indeed many impressional 
and inspirational’ mediums are fcarcely aware 
of it themselves—and the brain may be in that 
condition, although they may be. perfectly con- 
scious ot all that is passirg around them. Trance 


all that transpired while in that condition ; and 
as it is possible for one or more of the senses to 

en er this condition while the rest main in a 
natural state—we must expect to find mediums 
of various kinds, possessing powers according 
to, or in exact proportion to,;the depth or per- 
fectness which they may bave entered the state. 

There aretimes also, when mediums seem to 

lose their mediumistic powers. This ts. simply 

owing to their not being able to enter the com- 
nambulie condition—and their not being able to 
do so, is owing to the state of tbeir health—the 
condition of their mind, or constitutional chang- 
es, which may continue for a longer or shorter 
period, as the disease or mental condition may 
be’ permanent or vot. When a single tener, or- 
ganjor portion of the body is only in this state, 

(viz: the sense of seeing, a band, or an organ of 

the brain), that sense, organ, or portion of the 

body can be used by disembodied spirits. II the 
eye of any person be in this condition, they can 
see spirits as well as objects and ecenes‘at a dis- 
tance—if the sense of hearing be in this state-- 
they can hear spirits as well as they can mate- 
tial sounds, etc.- but they can neither see nor 
“hear spirits if their senses are not in that condi 
tion. 

Miss Lizzie Keyser, who bas given so many 
successful public seanc:s in Cincinnati, is per- 
fectly unconscious while giving teste—yet walks 
fo and fro upon the platform of the hall, with 

_her eyes open, and describes the spirit friends of 
many, (as well for strangers as others) during 
the seance, giving in each case the full pame of 
the spirit she so accurately described. 

During there tear ces, the is ina semnambulic 
condition, and is always most successful and 
happy in her description-when deepest in the 
state, 

Spirits while speaking through mediume, usu- 
ally do po, In the third person, and it is notori 
ous that the musical medium Blind Tom,” does 
go always. 

His femarkable aptness at spelling the articles 
held up by different persons in the audience, 
certainly can not be learned by bim from the 
sound of notes struck upon the pisno by his at- 
tendant. The notes in musicjas every one knows 
—are named,—A. B. C. D. E. F. G., and a Tep- 
etition of the same for higher or lower tones. 

Now when “Blind Tom“ was giving concerts 
“last spring In Cincinnati, several articles were 
held up by different persons in the audience,and 
among the number was an opera-glass, a band- 
kerchief and e hat. 

Now it is impossible that “Blind Tom” should 
have derived bis information öf what was held 
up lu either of the above cases,from nutes struck 
or sounded upon the piano, as thore is no O. P. 
R. L. or g. inf tne Gamut,—nor H. N. R. or I., a8 
-in handkerchief—nor H. T. as in bat, so that he 
must have obtained hisjinformation {rom some 
other source. 

He stood with his} back to the audience, and 
if blind, (of which: there can be no doubt) he 
must have gained this knowledge some otber 
way, and so it is, but reasonable that he did so 
through clairvoyance, or|spirit influence, conse- 

ently, he must fhave been in a somnambulic 

dition, and; when In that state, it is possible 
for spirits to do all {through him which usually 
takes place at his concerts, 

There can be no question that somnambulism 
is the foundation or necessary means of spirit 
communion, Jand the difference between them 
is simply this, viz -{that{in spirit communion, the 
disembodied] spirit of some one who bas paased 
into spirit life, controls, or makes use of, the 
body of- some living] person who isin a som- 
nambulic condition. = While in somnambulism, 
the spirit of the fliving’ individual is using its 
own organism, and the phenomens of clairvoy- 
ance, or clear-mindedness, etc. are powers natu- 
ral to the condition,{and are independent of any 
Person or. any foreign cause, and can be exer- 
cised by the subject at pleasure, y

Power lies at the base of all existent things, 
and residce in matter only by virtue of 
the force that holds the particles together. 
This force is not ipherent in matter, but is im- 
prisoned in matter by external force or pres- 
sure which slowly grinds, kneads and molds 
the internal life out of matter. If it were not 
for the external pressure upon the, eartb, all 
heat would die out, all motion crase, and life 
and organization come toa speedy end. Power 
collects matter and binds it together closer and

Were it not for tbe 
power that knows no fatigue, no rcst, no sleep, 
but which, unspent, unwearied, marshals the 


vast hosts of space in their order, and continues. 


the gigantic work without a jar throughout the 
chunt ages of a never-ending eternity - both 
past and future—where would all things rest? 
Without intelligerce what would there be? 


Would there be power or motion or order ur- 


beauty or life or even a thing? Which, then, 
is greatest of all> Which is cause? There is 
power in rock and mineral, but it takes ages 
of electrical action upon it io make it carth,—io 
which, then, resides the most power, in the ac- 
tion or the acted upon? There is power in the 
earth to give birth to countless myriads of liv- 
ing things, but there is more power in water 
than in eartb, and more iu air than in water, 
and stili more in electricity than in air, and 
when we come to magnetism, we find the bind- 
ing chain of the universe, the law of the [oti- 
nite; one step more and we have reached the 
Infinite himself, the All and in all IxTELIA- 
ozxce! Nor is this mere guess-work, If there 
is any “truth in reason, it is self evident that 
there is more power in s spark of intelligence 
than in all the worlds of rock, minera! and earth 
that swing in yonder world-flecked dome.

It is, moreover, worthy of particular notice, that 
another soapstone slab, in which the copper boil- 
er is set, and which had become loosened from 
the brick work, was split and thrown to the floor 
in like manner; showing that the force, what- 
ever it may be, has a striking chet upon this 
kind of material. A piece of the same, weighing 
several pounds, was also thrown into the kitchen 
from the wach · room. no person being in the lat- 
ter room at the time. A common cherry table, 
standing against the wall in the kitchen, often 
started out into the room, and atone time was 
hurled completely over upon its top. 

“On the 20th of August the table movements 
occurred many times. On this day a large bas- 
ket filled with clothes was thrown to the floor 
A small board used for scouring knives, hanging 

against the wall, was thrown quite across the 
kitchen. The doors were continnally slamming,
